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Theirs Is A Tough Job - Respect It 


financially reasonable as any such document can. 


It’s no fun to be the one to say no. 

But sometimes it must be said — and usually, when 
considering town finances, it falls to the Finance Com- 
mittee to say that short, but final, word. 

This year, as in most others, the FinCom is faced with 
budgetary requests beyond the capacity of the town to 


pay. Some must be reduced. 


And as in most years, the requests are not foolish, or 
made with abandon, Rather, department heads as a whole 
request only those items which they believe are neces- 
sary to the proper conduct of their offices, and to carry 


out their responsibilities. 


Thus, saying no is more difficult — there are few clear- 
cut choices to be made. Instead, some needed items must 
be cut out, simply on the grounds of economy. It’s hard to 
decide which, of several necessary items, should be 


eliminated or reduced. 


But once the budget is prepared, it represents the best 
thinking of the Committee, and comes as close to being 


Procedures Need Strengthening 


The presence of two articles in the town meeting war- 
rant, concerning land acquisition, points up an area of 
municipal operation which is obviously weak. 

The Taxpayers’ Association has filed the articles, and 
they would have the voters appropriate or transfer funds to 
acquire specific sites — one for school purposes, the 
other for expansion of the dump. 

That the voters should be expected to choose specific 
plots of land, on the basis of debate at the town meeting 
alone, is an indication that something is wrong with the 
prevailing system of land acquisition. For it appears 
sensible to believe that town meeting is not the place, 
nor the time, to make such a decision. 

In fact, the existing system — in which town meeting 


authorizes 


the expenditure of funds, 


and other town 


agencies select the land — is theoretically sound. As it 


stands now, 


the School Committee designates school 


sites; the town manager and other affected departments 
select sites for other purposes. The Land Acquisition 


Committee only exists as 


an advisory group, and to 


attempt the actual acquisition. 
It is only natural that there should be differences of 


opinion over the merits of 


purpose they are to be used, 


various sites, for whatever 
But these should be argued 


out, and a decision reached, on the administrative level 


of government. 


Somehow, the procedures set up to acquire land have 


to 


be strengthened; more speed must be acquired in 


carrying out the administrative or policy decisions. 


Abbot Juniors Help Family 


To Survive In Own Village 


The Aidinis family of Agios 
Georgios village, on the island 
of Euboea, Greece, has hope for 
a better future because of the gen- 
erosity of the Junior Class of 
Abbot Academy. 

The class sponsors the Aidinis 
family, including parents, grand- 
mother and three young children, 
through Save the Children Feder- 
ation, Ellen Sobiloff is secretary 
of the class and chairman of the 
committee on the child sponsor- 
ship, 

The purpose of the sponsorship 
is to help both the Aidinis family 
and all of the Agios Georgios vil- 
lage people to make a better life 
for all of their children, through 
their own efforts, and some modest 
financial and technical aid from 
the Federation, 

For years Andrew Aidinis has 
been unable to provide for his 
family’s bare necessities from 
his 3 3/4 acres of land and part- 
time employment as a field hand, 
His situation is typical of the 
small farm owners of Agios Geor- 
gios, 

Today, thanks to the Abbot Acad- 
emy Junior Class, the family owns 
three new ewes of an improved 
breed of sheep, from which they 
can earn a supplementary yearly 
income of $100, The Aidinis fam- 
ily, plans to use part of this new 
income to increase its flock, Their 


‘through sponsorships, 


sheep project is supervised by the 
Greek Government Agricultural 
Service and will serve as a dem- 
onstration to the other villagers 
on how, with a small outlay of 
cash and the use of professional 
services available to them, they 
too can improve their lot, 

Another part of the Junior Class 
sponsorship grant will be allocated 
to the village people, who will use 
the funds to help carry out some 
community improvement project, 
The villagers will contribute all 
of the labor for the project, 

The Abbot Academy Junior-Class 
can use the Federation’s trans- 
lation service to correspond with 
their Greek friends, They have 
received a case history of the 
family and will also receive rhoto- 
graphs and periodic progress re- 
ports, 

Founded in 1932, Save the Chil- 
dren Federation aids children 
family, 
school and community self-help 
projects, the self-help scholar- 
ship fund and the annual collection 
of used clothing. The Federation, 
whose national headquarters is in 
Norwalk, Conn, helps American 
Indian children, children in the 
Southern Appalachian Mountains 
and in 18 countries overseas. 

A pessimist greatly fears his 
worst fears won’t be realized. 


We have suggested before that department heads should 
be allowed the opportunity to make a sales pitch at town 
meeting, if they believe an item to be so important as 
to warrant this activity. We naturally support the princi- 
ple that any individual item in the budget is subject to 
the opposite arguments, and can be further reduced or 


eliminated, 


We do not believe in the across-the-board reduction 
method — slicing a percentage off the total budget and 
leaving the specific changes to the manager. This often 
results in inequities. And it certainly reflects on the 
Finance Committee’s ability to turn in a good recommen- 
dation, in the best interests of the town. 

We hope there will be no such effort made this year; 
but if such a motion is offered at town meeting, we 
suggest that the Finance Committee vigorously defend its 
recommendations, and that other town agencies and the 
Board of Selectmen provide some support and assistance.
